For the first time since the "vet- 
eran's biilRP" following World War 
II. 7.000 student* art uptctMl on 
the UK campoi. Dr. llobOTt L. 

Mills, reRistrar. said 

Dr. Mills said that for the flr»t 
time in the history of the Unlwr- 
«*ty. the total enrollment might go 
om 8.000. Re explained that the 
total is made up of students on 
the campus, those registered 
through the College of Adult and 
Extension Education for campus 
credit, students at the Northern 
Center, and those registered In the 
College of Pharmacy. He said the 
figures do not include persons in 
extension classes an d those regis- 
tered fbr eorrespondenee courses. 

The von-the-campus enrollment 
for last year was atx>ut 6,400, Dr. 
Mills said. Enrollment for the 
1959-57 school year is expected to 
Increase about six per cent. 

Dr. Mills remarked t hat althoif ** 
^ UK enranment was expiocted 
to reach a record high next faU. 
no new dormitories will be opened 
in September. He said that both 
Keeneland Hall for women and 
Donovan HaU for men were open 
and In ftiH operation last year. The 
Cooperstown apartments for mar- 
ried students and faculty members 
are scheduled to be in full opera- 
tion by September, Holmes. Hall 
will be opened In aep temh er, 1957. 

Dr. Mills said the increase in en- 
rollment was caused by more high 
school graduates and a larger per- 
centage of theee fraduatw going 
to college. 

He boiled the cau.ses down to ac- 
count for the increas e thus: "Hier e 
- are more of 'em and more ^^m 
want to go to coUsge."
